If the local law enforcement age u s will bear with us here 
is the best recipe turned in for "Moonshine": 

Scald 25 pounds of corn meal and let sta: d for about four 
hours until the mixture sours 

Boil 60 pounds ol sugar, add to corn meal in barrcll and fill 
barrell to within 4 inches of the top with warm water. 

Add about 2 gallons of malt corn. 

Three to five days are required for the work off. 

The total yield from the above mixture should be from 9 
to 11 gallons.
